5. Baker Petrolite made several attempts to contact Mr. Tubel to have him sign the 
Declaration. Baker Petrolite's efforts and results are as follows: 

Penny Pfeffer, Senior Legal Assistant for Baker Petrolite, 
instructed Melissa Ross, Legal Secretary for Baker Petrolite, to 
obtain executed declaration/power of attorney ("formal document") 
from the inventors for the above-referenced patent application. 
Except for Mr. Paulo Tubel, all inventors executed this document 
by February 26, 2004. With respect to Mr. Tubel, Penny Pfeffer 
instructed Melissa Ross to contact Mr. Tubel to advise him that 
they intended to mail the formal document to him for execution. 
Ms. Ross left at least three or four voice mail messages for Paulo 
Tubel at his home phone number. Ms. Pfeffer also left one voice 
message for Mr. Tubel as well. All of these attempts, which briefly 
explained the mission for the call, took place between January 
and February 2004. Ms. Pffefer notified Mr. Steve Littlefield, 
Division Intellectual Property Counsel for Baker Petrolite in March

execution of the formal documents. On April 30, 2004, Ms. Pfeffer 
sent the formal documents under the cover of a letter from Mr.

It was sent 
via registered mail, return receipt requested. Ms. Pfeffer received 
the receipt with a signature other than that of Mr. Tubel dated May 
3, 2004. (Copy receipt and cover letter attached as Exhibit B). No 
response was received. 

The above facts are set forth in the Declaration of Ms. Penny Pfeffer, 

attached as Exhibit C. 

6. Response to the Notice to File Missing Requirements was originally due on January 
12, 2004, and extensions of time appear to be unavailable after May 12, 2004. 

7. It is evident from the actions of Mr. Tubel to date that further reasonable efforts to * 
obtain his joinder in the application will most likely prove unsuccessful. 

8. In order to protect the interests of Baker Hughes Incorporated, Petitioner respectfully 
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requests that the application be accepted on behalf of Mr. Tubel by the signature of 
all other signing inventors identified in Paragraph 1 above.
